The characteristics and plans of high school seniors have 
significant implications for counselors, teachers, administrators, 
researchers, and officials* These and other responsible people 
are desirous of knowing more about high school youth in order to 
do their jobs even better* Recognizing the importance of acquir-- 
ing and presenting related data, a comprehensive survey was made 
of seniors* educational and employment plans, and their career 
(vocational) choices* 

This study provided a timely opportxmity for all seniors to 
review their plans and to establish meaningful goals. The immi- 
nency of graduation, a personal note to each senior, and the 
presence of a co^inselor or teacher provided a setting for a thought- 
ful and serious approach. 

Alternative options available to seniors upon their gradua- 
tion were suggested. Each participant was provided with a com- 
plete list of nearly 400 occupations - arranged conveniently into 
career clusters - and lists of colleges, universities, and train- 
ing institutions together with their programs. A carefully de- 
signed instrument led the senior through a series of steps cul- 
minating in decisions marked on the questionnaire. 

This report provides answers to questions such as; (1) What 
are the career choices of seniors? (2) What are their plans for 
immediate employment - or continuation of training or education 
after graduation?

1. ObifiGhives of the StudV

2 . Rationale and MethodoloctV 

Inasmuch as seniors in three previous classes had 
been surveyed with similar objectives in mind, it was 
decided to analyze the instruments used, and to design 
an improved and updated version. This was accomplished 
with the assistance of representatives of all State 
supported universities, the Indiana Vocational Technical 
College (IVTC), the Department of Public Instruction, 
and the Indiana Commission £or Higher Education. The 
revised survey package was then pretested, modified as 
needed, and printed. 

..-See Selected Bibliography beginning on page 131. 
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All high school superintGndents and principals were 
alerted to the project and their cooperation was solicited? 
arrangements were also made requesting the participation 
of Catholic and private high schools. Survey packages 
were then mailed to all Indiana high schools with 
sufficient materials for every senior to take part. 

A "Complete survey approach" was necessary rather 
than applying a sample technique, in order to meet 
the stated objectives (helping all seniors and involving 
all high schools). It is believed this blanket approach 
will enhance the acceptability and utilization of the 
final results as well. 



3 . Survey Description 

The survey "package" mailed to all Indiana high 
schools was made up of two parts, part One began with 
a letter to each senior emphasizing the importance of 
planning and setting goals, a brief explanation of the 
opportunity the study provided and instructions in 
how to fill out the questionnaire. Part One also 
included three lists to be used in connection with 
answering certain questions? List h was a list of nearly 
400 occupational titles , arranged in career clusters 
for convenience? List B reported all public supported 
collecres and universities in Indiana — and the cities 
they are located in? and List C contained training and 
education programs divided into two groups — the first, 
certificate or associate degree level programs, and 
the other, baccalaureate or higher level programs. 
Part One of the survey (letter and the occupational 
and educational related lists ) was printed on yellow 
paper, and each senior was encouraged to keep these 
materials . 

The second part oS the survey package was a checOc 
t VO type questionnaire printed on white paper for 
convenience.

Boxes of survey packages were mailed to a total of 
425 public and private high schools* The total number 
of seniors in all of these schools, as could best be 
determined as of March, 1975, was 82,654. A summary

One reason for the disparity between the percentages 
of returns from high schools (83%) versus seniors (60%) 
is because some high schools did not distribute the 
questionnaires until after the first term ended, and some 
seniors had graduated mid-year. Another reason is that 
the Indianapolis Public School Corporation (IPSC) did 
not participate. This Corporation is made up of eleven 

high schools, including some ot the largest in the State. The 
decision not to participate was due in part because of the 
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Corporation Board members* interpretation that the 
questionnaire data might be included under the provisions 
of the newly enacted "Family Education Rights and Privacy 
Act." 



Note; Clarification of the fact that the seniors' questionnaires and 
resulting data were not encompassed by the Act was received on February 3, 
1975 from the Deputy Assistant Secretary for Management Planning and 5^ 
Technology, of the U» S» Department of Health, Education and Welfare* ^ 
This was conveyed immediately to the IPSO, which then elected to have 
local legal counsel review; as a result time ran out on March 10, 1975 
and the survey was "closed/* 



5 . Format of This Report 

In addition to the foregoing explanatory sections 
(describing the objectives of the study, methodology, 
and the survey package), the main body of this report 
is made up of the responses to each question and is 
reported in two major parts: 

Part I presents statewide survey results^ and 

Part II presents survey results for each of 
Indiana's Fourteen Planning and Development 
Regions > {See Figure 1 for map showing which 
counties are within each region*) 

In both Part i and II the actual Statewide responses 
to each question are reported, together with the 
percentage distribution of every item within each 
question; these responses are then expanded to the 
universe (total)of all high school seniors by applying 
the appropriate coefficients of expansion. (Non^ 
participants are assumed to have like characteristics 
as respondents .) 

In Part ll^ data are presented for each of Indiana's 
fourteen planning and development regions described 
earlier. As a rule, the actual responses for every item 
within each question are shown on one page: these 
responses when expanded to the universe of all high 
school seniors in the particular region, are then 
shown on the facing page. (Non-participants are assumed 
to have like characteristics.)

^ SEX DlSTRIBtH'tQtJ 

Of the 49,663 questionnaires returned, there were slightly 
more males (.5%) than females. This is consistent with previous 
studies . 

^ RACE DtSTRlBUTIQtJ 

The distribution or respondents by race is quite comparable 
to the estimated high school population distribution in Indiana. 
Slightly more than 87% reported they were Caucasion (White), 
5.3% reported they were Black (estimate Si 7% Blacks in total 
State population), 1% Spanish-American and 1.3% were "Other." 
5.2% opted not to answer this question. Interestingly, there 
was a reported Lilliputian and a Martian who participated! 

^ MAJOR AREA OF STUDY 

More than one third of all seniors reported their course 
concentration was ''College Preparatory" (35.2%), (this percentage 
has been decreasing slowly over the past few years). The next 
largest groups were "Business Education" at 19.4% and "General 
Education'* at 18.7%. Current enrollment in Vocational Education 
was reported as 14%, (this percentage has been increasing slowly 
over the past few years). 

D GRADE - AVERAGE 

Grade averages (x) reported represent a Bell curve skewed 
to the high side. The largest group of seniors (43%) repo£ted 
they were B x, this was followed by nearly 3B% who were C x, 
11.4% at A X, and 2.4% at D. There were 3.5% who said they 
didn't know what their grade average was and nearly 2% did 
not respond. There has been a slow but steady inflation 
(toward higher grades) reported over the past few years. 

"^ SIZE QF HOME COMMUNITY 

Fewer than 17% of all seniors reported the population 
of their home town or residence to be less than 1,000. The 
largest groups reported the size of their home community to 
be between 5,000 and 25,000 or > 50,000. (The failure 
of the Indianapolis Public School Corporation to participate 
lowered the latter group's representation.)

H^ SEMIORS CHOSEM PLAN 

T he largest g rou p of seniors (33.4%) planned to work 
f ul 1-time w it h in six months after graduation (e.g. work 
iEul1"time# no 'further education planned at this time (18.9%)/ 
plus 14.5% who plan to work full-time first, then further 
their education later). This trend for a higher proportion 
of seniors to work full-time after graduation has been 
evident for the past few years. 

Nearly 31% plan to continue their education full-time; 
this percentage has been declining over the recent past. 
More than 13% plan to go to school part-tiirie and work part-- 
time* while 7% don't know what their plans are. 

f) DEFIMITIVENESS OF PIAMS 

Many seniors seemed to still be flexible in their 
plans; nearly 45% said their plans were "Almost definite,'* 
nearly 33% said their plans were "Indef inite# " and 1% did 
not respond. Thus* more than one-third of the seniors were 
still very doubtful; fewer than 22% were **Quite definite" 
in their plans. 

► HOPED FOR EMPLOYMENT LOCALE 

The largest single group of seniors (nearly 36%) had 
no preference as to ^employment locale; nearly 32% however, 
preferred to remain close to home. Slightly more than 20^6 
apparently would like to leave Indiana.

WHEN USTTEREST IN CHOSEN OCCUPATION OR CAREER WAS taOTED 

It appears from the data obtained in the survey of high 
school seniors, that more than 10% of them had noted an 
interest in a specific occupation or career while they were 
still in the elementary grades, and some 15% more noted an 
occupational interest while in junior high school » Nearly 
one-third said they noted an occupational interest during 
their freshman and sophomore years. Generally speaking then* 
about 60% of the seniors reported they had their first 
interest in a given occupation or career before they were 
juniors in high school*, and interest was perceived by some 
in their early school years. (Occasionally one does meet 
a student who says "I alway s was interested in becoming a 
nurse — or engineer — or — Fewer than 2.5% of the seniors 
did not answer^this question. 



WHEN DECISION WAS MADE ON CHOSEN OCCUPATION OR CAREER 

Nearly 46% of the seniors reported they made their 
occupational decision during their senior year* and an 
additional 26% had done so while they were juniors. 
Relatively few ( < 2%) seniors recalled they "decided" on 
an occupation or career in elementary grades — or while in 
junior high ( < 4%) . Nearly 6% did not ani. ix this question. 
This matches the 6% who did not answer the next related 
question — which identifies the most important reason for 
choosing a particular career. 



Note: There is some growing evidence that many young people are becoming 
more occupation or career conscious over the recent past few years. 
Trends are developing which indicate that: 

1. Proportionately more students are reporting they noted 
their first Interest earlier in a given occupation or 
career , 

2. Fewer seniors reported they bad waited until their senior 
year, and 

3. More seniors respond to (answer) these questions when asked.

"Kinds of people I'll work with" by nearly 14%, and "Serving 
society" by nearly 9.5%. (Please read Note below.) Relatively 
few seniors reported that their friends or parents' opinion 
of the job — or working indoors were important reasons for 
their choice. 



2MD MOST IMPORTANT REASON

SENIORS NOT PIANNING TO ENROLL IN AN EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM AFTER 
GRADUATION FROM HIGH SCHOOL 

A total of 29?4 of the seniors answered this question: 
this is consistent with the seniors' answers to Question 16 
concerning their plans after graduation, wherein 18.9% said 
they planned to work full-time, no further education; 4.3% 
were going into military service; 3.4% were getting married 
and not going on with school; and 2.4% did not respond, all 
of which also totals ^22^. 

The most frequently chosen reasons for not continuing 
their education were "l plan to look for a job*' and "i 
already have a job arranged" (12.3%). These were followed 
by those undecided what to do and those not interested in 
continuing their studies {4.3% and 4% respectively). 3.7% 
said they planned to get married (this articulates well with 
Question 16 wherein 3.4% said they planned to get married 
with no further education planned at this time. 1*3% said 
the reason they were not continuing was because they did 
not have enough money; these particular students were asked 
to identify the financial aid sources they knew about — which 
are reported next. 

FIMAHCIAL AID SOURCES KNOWN BY STDDBNTS NOT COHTIMJING THEIR 
EDUCATION BECAUSE OF LACK OF MONEY 

The data indicate that most all of those not continuing 
their education for lack of funds {1.5% of all seniors) did 
know about grants or scholarships from the State Scholarship 
Commission of Indiana (1.3%). However, this is inconsistent 
with the response of 1% of the seniors who said they did not 
know of any sources of financial aid. Manifestly, some 
students answered this question who should not have done so. 
(An additional computer sweep may be run limiting the 
frequency count to those 748 seniors who said "I don't have 
enough money"... (to continue their education) .. .as noted 
in the preceding question.) 

It does appear in general that relatively few (l.S%) 
of the students report they are not continuing their education 
because they lack the money — and most of those who so report — 
are knowledgeable about financial aid sources.

There were 18.5% of the seniors who responded to this 
question, (Indicating they planned to delay their education 
or training for six months or longer). The most popular 
reason for the delay, identified by 6.5% of the seniors, 
was "I want to earn some money first.'' This was followed 
by 6% who wanted more time to decide what to do (this 
represents nearly 5,000 seniors—who possibly could have 
been helped more in making their decision while still in 
high school). Nearly 2.5% wanted to gain some work 
experience first and fewer than 2% planned to go Into 
military service and then continue their education later. 
More than 1^ said that getting married first would delay 
their education and nearly 1% did not identify the specific 
reason for delay. 

In previous surveys, seniors were asked simply whether 
or not they planned to continue their education after 
graduaition from high school. But in this survey, three 
distinctions were made* (1) if the senior had no plans to 
continue education after graduation, (2) if he (she) 
planned to delay continuing education for six months or 
longer after graduation — or (3) if he (she) Planned to 
cont inue education within six months after graduation.

There is little question what the single most 
popular reason is for a senior selecting a given 
school: it is ''Offers what I want to study" — 
this first choice was made by nearly 20#000 seniors 
{24.2%). The next most popular choice, falling off 
to 9% of all seniors; was ''Location near home." 
Thusly# these two reasons are the prime considerations 
for the choices of well over half of the seniors who 
plan to continue their graduation after high school. 
All remaining reasons were chosen by fewer than 4% 
of all seniors in each case. 

2HD MOST IMPORTftNT REASON 

Again* the two most important choices for choosing 
a particular school were "Location near hone" and 
"Offers what I want to study" {albeit in reverse order 
to above). These in turn were followed closely by 
"Reputation or prestige of school" and "Amount of 
tuition."

Nearly 52% 
of. all seniors answered this question identifying the 
location of their chosen school? more than three- 
fourths of this group selected a school located in 
Indiana, while some had not yet decided* The 7.2% 
of all seniors who said the location of their chosen 
school was "Outside of Indiana/* articulates well with 
results of Question 10 wherein 7*0% said they planned 
to attend a college or university out-*of -state .

Seniors were asked to identify all of the ways 
in which they planned to pay for their education.
